A Member of the 
Wants to Seek 
From the Richmond.-State. 

An item was published ina number of. the 
papers recently to the effect that Mr. P. W. 
Scott, of this state has tendered his services to 
the royal geographical society of England to 
go into the heart of Africain search of Stan- 
ley, the explorer and of Emin Bey. Mr. Scott 
is known as an enterprising and successful citi- 
zen of Goochland county, who, though born in 
scotland, takes as much interestin the devel- 
opment of the James river valley as thoug 
were a native of this section. He was elected 
a member of the present general assembly of 
Virginia be } re he had become cempletely nat- 
uralized under the laws of this country, and a 
new election was ordered. He then took out 
the remaining papers necessary to make hima 
legal c zOM, and he was electe d at the sp jomias 
election by a larger majority than ihe regular 
election. He has recé utly prominently identi- 
fied himself with the new immigration move- 
ment in Virginia as the vice-president of the 
James River valle y immigration society. 

It might appear from these things that this 
progressive and i —ngeaec e Scotchman had set- 
tled down in his new country to stay. But he 
has seen a lot ol this world and he likes it. He 
has travelled in Great Britain and other parts 
of Europe and in Africa, and has been in 
many sections of the norih, south, and west of 
the United States. He wasfora_ time. vice- 
consul and afterwards consul of the United 
States dt Tangiers Morocco. It was here ithat 
he gained an extensive knowledge of Africa, 
of its inhabitants and their languages. 

THE STORY OF THE PIG, 

Mr. Scotts career has been marked by many 
interesting incidents. ;The pig story, which om 
told in the legislature last winter is a good on 
and Geserves to be embalmed 

The hog is regarded by the Moslem 
of Morocco as an unclean thi ng, and mf law 
prohibits the natives from having hogs about 
their premises. The Christians, or E uropeans, 
however, who have settled there m ust have a 
little pork occasionally and any European fam- 
ily outside of the citics is allowed to keep one 
pig and one only. . Mr. Scott w as the vice-c: n- 
sul of the United States at Tangiers in 1869 
under Grant’s administr ation. Bir Job n Dr iin 
mond Hay was the Britis 
Scott that he (Scott) was a Luittish— subject, 
and was under the jurisdiction of the British 
consulate as the treaties with More cece proy ide 
that the citizens of foreign nations shall be 
tried by and have recourse to theirown consuls 
instead of to the native authorities, Mr. Scott 
replied io the British minister that he had ac- 
cepted service under the stars and stripes, and 
was, by all customs ar ul pedeceedents, in the 
ji ariadictic on of the American consulate. 

Well, as the story goes, Mr. Scott had his 
pig, as allowed-by law. Lo rd St. Maur, an En- 
glish nobleman . then residing in Morocco, had 
to £0 to Eneland to sit in the House of Lords 
that winter and left his to be taken care of “by 
Mr. Scott. Soon afterwards the latter received 
averbal summons to appear before the Brit- 
ish minister. Mr.Scott is manded a. written 
and forma! summons and after sending the 
messenger ba K several times for corrections, 
final dy rect ive d asummons in due form to ap- 
pear before ul 8 British consulate to answer to 
the charge of th: ving more than one pig on his 
premises, He then took _ docume nt, tore it 
In pieces in the pr sence f the messencer and 
sent word to Sir John that he would not cbey 
the summons. applied to 
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covernor of Morocco for e xtra police to assist 

arresting Mr. Scott. The latter got wind of 
this proceeding, went to the governor, laid the 
case before him, and told him to refer the Case 
before the Americ = consulate or run the risk 
of offending this great government. The goy- 
ernor had instructions from the Sultan to re- 
main neutral in disputes between the repr csene 
tatives oi foreighn nations, and so did not tak. 
a hand in the matter furthur than to invoke 
the assistance of the American chief consul in 
settling the matter. The consul suggested 
Mr, Scott that he make an apo lozy to the Brit 
ish minister and let the matter go by. 
Scott declinediotake this course. He was 
averse to it personally, and thought it Swould 
compromise the dignity of the gevernment he 
represented. 

The matter was then referred to the British 
government by its minister and to the Ameri- 
can government by its consul. The case re- 
mained unsettled for months, and fnaliy Mr 
Scott, in the fall of 1570, made his first trip to 
the U nited States to consult with the authori- 
ties at Washington. Secretary Fish and the 
Attorney Gener ral both sustained nim, and the 
British goyernment at last gave in. Mr. Scott 
remained in this country until the spring ay 
1871, when he returned to Tangicrs. What be- 
caine of the casus belli, Lord St. Maur’s pig, 
would possibly, form the basis for another 
chronicle. 

MR. SCOTT’S PLAN OF RESCUR, 

The fact of Mr. Scott’sfOrmer residence in 
Africa naturally leads him to takean interest 
in the dark continent, and he has given con- 
siderable atte ution to the newspaper reports

Mr. Scott 
conceived plans by which he was confident he 
could ascertain the the facts about the explor- 
er or his whe noe abouts and wrote tothe Ro val 
Geographica! Society of England, of which he 
is a iellow, offering to go i 1 person to hunt for 
Stanley and Emin Bey. The -soc lety replied 
to the letter asking Mr. Sc ittovivethem an 
idea of his plans, which he h as done.

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ThetMystery of the Recent Stage Robhberries 
Solved.

lone highwayman been cleared up by 
Special Detective Hume, of the Wells-Fargo 
express company, who has. proof that these 
crimes were al! the work of one man, the no- 
torious ‘‘Black Bart,’’ who was released from 
the state prison only last Jauuary, after serv- 
ing a seven year’s sentence for stage robbery, 
running through several years, and costing the 
express company thousands of dollars. 

Today Hume gave to your correspondent a 
detailed history of his investi igations, carried 
on fof several months, to establish the fact 
that Black Bart had once more returned to 
the road. He now has evidence that not only 
establishes this point, but which shows that 
Bart is not only one of the most daring of stage 
robbers, but alsoa man who has shown the 
most cold-blooded cruelty toward his family, 
that le dese et l about fifteen years ago in Mis- 
souri, The following is a digest of the-salient 
facts of foe me’s story: 

In 1887, Black Bart, who then went under 
his trus | name of Charies Bolles, wrote a letter 
to the wile and three daughters whom he had 
deserted. They lived in Hannibal, Mo., and 
the wife had been forced to do housework to 
provide for her children. “Bolles dated his let- 
ter at Helena, Mont., and said he had made 
enough money In mining to come back and 
support them in comfort. 

PATHETIC APPEALS FROM HIS WIFPF. 

Nothing further was heard of him by the 
poor woman, however, until she read in the 
newspapers that her husband was the — 
ous hi gliwayman, Black Bart. She wr a 
pathetic letter to him, offering him money if 
he was in need of it, and the prison officials 
induced Bart to reply, thinking it might re- 
form the man torenew the old associations 
with his famiiy. . Just before his release from 
prison last January the wife again wrote to 
Bart, begging him to return home and lead an 
honest life. To this he returned a cruel reply, 
saying he wanted nothing more to do witlf her. 

It will be remembered that Black Bart's 
robberies were the despair of detectives for 
about seven years. The man had a positive 
genius for eluding pursuit and for concealing 
all traces of his identity. Before he was final- 
ly captured he had robbed thirty-one stages. 
From none of these did he secure less than 
$300 or $400, while from several he cleaned up 
between § $5, 000 0 and $6,000, 

BART’S METHOD OF ROBBERY. 

His method was to always do the business 
alone, and to the fact that he did not drink 
and had no contidants the police ascribe his 
escape from arrest. He used a pair of power- 
ful field-glasses, by which he could distinguish 
a stage along distance. In this way he made 
out whether a shotgun messenger was seated 
by the driver. If the driver was alone, Bart 
slipped on a gupny sac k mask that covered his 
face and most of his person, and, Winchester in 
hand, halted the stage. He always made the 
passengers get out and hold up their hands 
iu line, Then he robbed them =" 11 money 
and valuables.

As Brain Incubators—VProgress and Profits 
in Diversified Industries. 

[t will be many years before the south fully 
appreciates the inspirations it has received 
from its progressive papers, such as THE Con- 
STITUTION. It is mainly by their utterances 
that the people of the south are awakened to 
the fact that there is profit for this region in 
something besides cotton, that its greatest pos- 
sibilities, lie rather in the direction of making 
up into useful forms its raw materials, whether 
mineral or vegetable, for not only home con- 
sumption, but for the markets of the world. I 
happened to be a spectator in the late republi- 
can convention at Chicago when Colonel In- 

ersol made his famous speech. He got 
swimmingly, till he for once, at least, 

grip on his audience by the mention of one 
name, Walter @. Gresham. But because In- 
gersoll is a rept bli ‘anand intidel, is it wise 
fort us to shut our eyes to the trnths he uttered. 
What struck me most was the statement that 
every nation would remain poor and stupid 
that produced raw materials only for others 
to work up into manufactured forms. That 
wealth and intellectual elevation come to any 
people with invention and Jus' in proportion 
as they mixed brai ins with muscle. Think of 
it. ts it not true’ . 

Last summer I meta Connecticut manufac- 
turer of 8 rews, tacks, etc. He said that by 
the old process an inch anda half screw had 
to si 1 for $1.00 a hundred. Now, by the use 
of improved machinery, all the skilled labor 
required was four men to shovel the material 
from one machine to another and the same 
screw now sold for fifteen cents a hundred. 
What made the difference? Brains, The 
spindle formerly used in coiton mills revolved 
o00 times a@ minute. With the improved 
spindle 1,000 reyolutions a minute are made. 
What doubled the product? Brains. One 
farmer will raise one-third of a bale of cotton 
to the acre, realizing $15. Another on one 
acre will raise a bale, realizing 
$45. Still another from one 
acre will produce nelons, fruit, garden truck, 
butter or poultry and eggs to the value of $200, 
One man takes five acres to feed one cow. 
Another makes one aere feed fivecows. In 

each instance braines make the difference. 

Lhe southern paper that most ably advo 
cates diversified industries and home markets 
helps start manufacturing enterprises, both 


| small and large, teaches how thrift may follow 


farming, grows eloquent over grass, stock, 
stable manure, yaa truck, bees, butter, 
poultry and eggs, that paper becomes a grea 
brain incubator and deserves a crown, ifa 
crown couid enable it any. Not that the south 
lacks brains, nor that southern brains are 
duller than northern brains, but it lacks ex- 
perience in diversified industries and needs 
encouragement to strike out in new paths sat- 
ished—to creep before it runs, just as the north 
has been reiying upon, its be tter climate and 
more varied natural resources to enable it to 
win the race at the end.

“It has been found by experiments that bac- 
teria in the water are not only killed, but all 
impurities are mechanically removed by this 
alum, and remain in the filter. The only 
thing about that system is that it is necessary 
always to be very careful about the addition of 
alum.’

What Professor McCandless Says. 
Professor John M. McCandless says : 
“Some time ago samples of artesian water 
wore submitted to me and to Professor White. 
F the state chemist, and Dr. Gascoyne, ex-state 
chemist of Virginia. I made an analysis of 
the sample given me and found to my surprise 
that the water had changed very much since 
the well was first bored. Atthat time 1t was 
pure, good water, but the last analysis I made 
showed that the chloride of sodium had in- 
creased in the water eight-fold over the first 
analysis, found more of this chloride 
in the last analysis than there 
were ol by the _ first.

“They do, as I have been informed by inem- 
bers of the board. My analysis was made very 
gorrectly, and Lean youch for its accuracy, 
andit condemus the artesian water as now 
furnished. It is not a safe water to drink. It 
isalso very bad for steam purposes as it will 
form a scale on the boilers almost immediately. 
We must now abandon all hope of the artesian 
water coming from the Blue hide uplands. 
As served to us by the pumps it is largely sur- 
face water and uosafe for drinking. 

What the Other Analyses Show. 

We learn while we are uable to see the anal- 
yses of Professor White ane Dr. Gascoyne, 
that they agree with that made by Professor 
McCandless.

The Quality of the Reservoir Water. 

Professor McCandless was asked what he 
thought of the reservoir water. He said: 

“By the present filtering process it is..made 
pure. I have analyzed it constantly, and it is 
Aperfectiy safe and agreeable water. ‘Ther: 
Was at first too much aluin init, and I] made 
one analysis after another untilthe amount of 
alum was reduced and the water is now all - 
right. 

“Whon the water was very turbid more alum 
Was required to filter it than is now required. 
At that time there was too much alum in the 
water, but, as I said before, the reservoir water 
isall right now and no man need be afraid to 
use it. 

“It has been found by experiments that bac- 
teria in the water are not only killed, but all 
impurities are mechanically removed bv this 
alum, and remain in the filter. The only 
thing about that system is that it is necessary 
always to be very careful about the addition of 
alum.” : 

As tothe Supply. 

According to the records of the snuperintend- 
ent’s oitice the pumpage for {he year 1556 aver- 
aged 1,575,416 gallons per day.

“About 100,000 gallons a day can be raised 
by the pump, and that is all you can get, for it 
iS. impossibie to usealargerpump. Theactual 
consumption from the well varies from 25,000 
to 35,000 gallons a day, according to the time 
of year. It was 26,042 gallons a day in No- 
vember, 25,192 in October, and 34,003in July. 
The artesian water has been analyzed lately, 
and has been found to be not so good as jt was. 
The sewage salt has largely tn¢Péased, _ 
now the chloride of sodium is more than equa 
to the total solids at the first.’’ 

What Judge Hammock Says. 

Judge Cicero Hammock, the chairman of 
the water works commission, said when asked 
about the water supply: 

“It is abundant, sir. abundant." 

“But the superintendent says the limit of 
the supply in dry weather is two million gal- 
lons, and he has had a call from one mantfact- 
uring concern for 250,000 gallons a day, whic! 
would bring the consumption to that limit.” 

‘Did the superintendent tell you how long 
the water in our reservoir would last?” 

“He said that would tide over 
a dry spell, but when the 
consumption went beyond two million gallons 
there could not be a surplus very long.” 

“We conld double the supply without any 
trouble from sources on that watershed. He- 
fore we. got the water meters Atlanta used 
four million gallons of water a day anc we 
never hadany trouble about getting it. The 
water works have been there thirteen years 
and we never had any trouble indry weather. 
Two years ago there wasa long dry spell and 
wé had notrouble atall. There is no need to 
be alarmed about the supply. There is 
enough for a long time yet. If Atlanta should 
become a great nanufacturing city, of course 
the supply would have to be increased, but 
there is enough for the present.” 

Judge Hillyer'’s Views. 

Judge Hiliyer, who has given the question 
of water supply much study, was asked: 

“What do you think about the supply?” 

“JT suppose the supply has been reduced by 
the cutting off of the ‘lodd branch. That be- 
came necessary because the Todd branch runs 
out from and drains the southeastern suburbs 
of the city. I believe there are from 800 to 
1,200 dwelling houses, possibly more, located 
on the watershed _ of that stream. 
The Todd branch constituted approxi- 
mately one-half of the original supply and 
there is practically nothing left now to fill the 
reservoir but the Hardin creek, or branch: 
and, of course, as the city grows the -trouble 
about ihis limited supply will get worse and 
worse, 

“Another thing equally or even more im- 
portant is that the Hardin branch, which ex- 
tends up to the borders of the Central railroae 
nearly all the way from West End to East 
Point, will continually become more and more 
contaminated, because new settlements, resi- 
dences and manufacturing establishments are 
being erected uponit. Itis evan now some- 
what suspicious.”’ 

‘What ought the city to do?’ 

“T have some hesitation in thrusting my 
opinion upon the public, but I feel bound o 
say that my observation during the two years 
I held the office of mayor, and as J ®conceived 
most thorough and exhaustive study of the 
problem of water supply, for the city, enable 
me to speak with much confidence on the 
subject. 

“The present source of supply is nothing but 
& temporary expedient, and while I was mayor 
we adopted the plan of cutting off the Todd 
branch with its drainage from the city, and 
then filtering the water coming to the reservoir

‘The ideal waterworks for Atlanta would 
be Lo buy the entire vatershed of 
Long Island creek and move overy 
habitation off of it so as to return the 
land toits original condition before it was 
ever cleared up or ploughed.” 

‘How much wouid that cost ?’’ 

“My impression is that this waiershed 
would comprise not more than’2,500 or 5,000 
acres and could probably be bought for from 
$15,000 to $25,000. But ifthat were not deemed 
expedient, the waters of Nance’s creek or the 
Chattahoochee river could be pumped intoa 
settling reservoir made in double form so as to 
keep the purer water separate after settling, 
or two reservoirs, so Siluated that 
the purer water could be 
drawn from the first into the second and let 
the supply for the city be puinped at all times 
from the water in the second or service reser- 
voir. 

“When I was mayor I often experimented 
with the water of the Chattahoochee river and 
was agreeably impressed with the rapidity with 
which the colored matters held in suspension 
settled to the bottom and the water became 
clear. Solthink the Chattahoochee river is 
the ultimate source of permaneént supply, and 
whatever we build shoulft be located in that 
direction, so that what*we do will never 
again have to be taken up or removed: thiatis, 
pipes laid will have to be Removed, but can be 
extended when necessary to the river. 

‘“Neanwhile, the mouth of Nance’s creek 
one mile nearer the city.than the Chattahoo- 
chee river, and at present that creek contains 
water as good, or better, than that of the river. 
I would commence by building in the out- 
skirts of the city, on its northwestern border, 
a large settling reservoir, or series of reservoirs, 
and dimensions recom- 
mended by a competent enginer, with a view 
to use at the 58 Nance’s creek 
as the source of supply. ‘That creek has aflow 
atits minimum of, approximately, 12,900,000 
gallons or more a dav, and this would be a 
sufficient supply for the purposes of the city 
for, say fifteen years. if more water were 
needed the same pipes could be extended one 
mile farther to the river.

UPON WHICH FEARS OF BLACK 
PREMACY ARE BASED.

The Absurd Conclusions Drawn From the 
Census Returns of 1880—The Ratio of 
Cvulored Increase Steadily Diminishing. 


Senator Ingalls says the negroes are growing 
blacker, and that the tendency is toward seg- 
regation. Headvances the belief that they 
will take possession ofthe south Atlantic and 
guil coast. 

This statement has revived the discussion 
of the relative increase of the white and

tion of Hon. John T. Henderson, commis- 
sioner of agriculture for Georgia, he said: 
“The theory built upon the census of 1880 
has been completely upset by publications 
from this office. Hon. Sam Barnett, who has 
studied the figures for all they were worth, has 
shown the utter fallacy of the claim that the 


| negroes are increasing at the rate claimed. I 


have the best of evidence to show that in 
Georgia the white race shows the greatest in- 
crease, and that the negroes are really falling 
behind. fome of the figures given carry with 
them their own condemnation, as is shown in 
the ‘Commonweaith of Georgia.’ ’’ 
THE EXTRAVAGANT ESTIMATES. 

These enormous estimates put the colored 
population one hundred years hence at 
about 200,000,000, i. e., at four times the whole 
present population, white and colored, of the 
union. They consign six or cight colored 
southern states to 120,000,000 of blacks, over- 
shadowing 30,000,000 of whites, if, indeed, the 
whites do not guit the country. 

But is it true in fact? Not atall. Neither 
the country or the south isin any such danger, 
»'\ great jabric of delusions is based on errors in 


| the census of 1870, errors admitted in the cen- | 


sus abstract and palpable enough even on their 
face. Based on this false foundation, the cal- 
culations, such as they are, run on §iis wise: 

sy the census of 1870 (assumed to be correct) 
the colored population of the United States 
was 4,850,000; by that of 1880, 6,518,572, show- 
ing an increase of 1,628,563, or 331-2 per cent. 
Hence the easy calculation. 

On this basis the United States will contain 
one hundred years hence more Africans than 
Africa herself. The children of persons now 
living will live to see the eight doomed states 
of Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina. 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana (in the year 2000) with 278,000,000 of 
blacks. Georgia herself, in the year 2000, at 
this rate, would have a colored population of 


| 46,000,000, exceeding the present white popula- 


tion of the unton. 

‘To pass, however, from these wild figures 
and sensational conclusions, let us study the 
real data and the probable truth as tothe fu- 
ture increase ofthe negro race. We must 
judge of the future by the past. Our means of 
estimating the future population of the coun- 
try are to be found in the ten census reports, 
from 1700 to 1880; notin any two of them, but 
in themall. Take the experience of ninety

Allowing for additions 
made by the slave trade til] 1808—and by the 
admission of Florida, Louisiana and Texas— 
the increase was 7.41 foid. At this rate the 
nuinber ninety years hence, 1970, would be be- 
low 30,000,000 in the union instead of over 100,- 
OO) O00 inseven states. 
A DIMINISHING RATE SHOWN, 

But the successive returns show a diminish- 
ing rate of increase, insnecessive periods. Sake 
the rate betwcen i560 and 1580 as a basis, and 
the nuniber one it years hence, iii 1980, 
vould fall short 45,000,000. Buta careful com- 
parison of the returns shows even this estimate 
to be too high. We should endeayor to get the 
ran of the census asa basis. Should the suc-

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These estimates are at aless rate of decline 
in ratio than in the past series of like periods 
oftwenty years. It is probably in excess, even 
if conditions remain unchanged. 

Let us correct the error in the census of 1870 
and see the general run of the recent enumera- 
tions: The return of 1860 showed a colored 
population of 4,441,530; that of 1580, 6,518,572, 
making an increase in twenty vears of 46) per 
cent. If the rate of increase was uniform, 
then in ten years it was “1.14 nearly. At this 
rate the population of 1870 would be 5,380,000, 
An increase over that of 1860 of 925,000; in- 
crease from 1870 to 1880, 1,138,000, 

An allowance needs to be made in 1850. The 
inerement between 1840 and 1850 was affected 
by 58,000 colored persons admitted into Texas. 
The 765,000 increment of that decade is .there- 
fore reduced to 707,000 of natural increase. 
Observe now the successive increments for a 
number of successive decades, beginning with 
1850, expressed in thousands: 707; 805; 958;

The period between 1800 and 
1420 shows 76 percent. ‘This is too much, but 
the slave trade swelled it somewhat. ‘There 
isa steady decline in the ratio of increase, 
Between 1800 and 1820 it was per cent, 
between 1860 and 1880, 47 percent. 

Observe, once more, the rates for successive 
decades, beginning with 1800: 34, 58, 29, 52, 24, 
97, 22, 10, 34. 

Evidently the two last are out of line. They 
should be 21, 21. 

In all these comparisons the census of 1870 
is out of line, while the other census years are 
mutually confirmatory. 

THE CENSUS OF 1850 CONDEMNED. 

Not only is the census of 1870 condemned by 
a comparison with other dates, but it is self- 
condemned. Itisnot only not trustworthy, 
but it does noteven profess to beso. It could 
not be sustained by official sanction, indeed, 
but it lacks that also. 

Genera! Walker, the superintendent. a most 
able and accomplished man, Certifies, not to its 
accuracy, but its inaccuracy, and especially in 
the enumeration of the negroes. 

The United States marshals 
rank to himself, but not selected by him. 
the southern states they were selected 
sole reference to party considerations. 

The ofticials did not trouble themselves to 
seek and find the lost sheep in the wilderness. 
rhe negroes were suspicious, they feared they 
might be enrolled for slavery, or for taxation. 

Tie return, which, aecording to anticipa- 
tion, shouid have shown an increase of about 
955,000 colored people, than 440,- 
O10} of the expected increase, more Was missing 
than found—440,000 found, 520,006 missing. 

The mistaken census of 1870 is surely bad 
enough, without the aid of loose caleulations. 

The prophets of evil estimate the colored 

as doubling every twenty years 
after 1 Why not pursue the es- 
timate a little further’ Give the calculators 
rope, and look two centuries ahead, instead of 
one. It is a short period In the life of a nation. 
At their iner rates pursue the calcula- 
tion and see whatthese eight states would then 
support. Inthe year 2100 A. D., we should 
have in the eight states a population of over 
eight billions cf colored people. In Georgia 
alone her teeming miilions of blacks would 
exceed the present population of the wide, 
wide world! 

While the slave trade continued, there was 
enforced iimmé gration, and the negroes intro- 
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luced, moreover, were nearly all adults, of the | 


prolific age of life. There were few old people 
or children imported. 

To take ten census reports out of the ten at 
our command, is very unphilosophical. If we 
reject eight andaccept two only, observe the 
result. In 1870 the estimates would have been 
the exact reverse of those of 1880. The increase 
in 1870 was less than ten per cent. The colored 
population in 1970 would have been estimated

We need the light of ali the census reports 
ofa long experience to rex tify temporary errors 
and accidents. 

In all our estimates we must remember how 
constantly new conditions arise in human atf- 
fairs. Tolook one hundred years ahead is 
looking beyond our ken. We are not prophets, 
even with ten census reports as a basis, much 
less with two. 

_. THE FUTURE OF THE RACF. 

With increasing density of population, for 
example, new conditions occur. The north- 
west and the southwest will gradually fill up 
ahd the south will become the emigration 
ground of the world; for the north, east, west 
and for Europe. The immigration of whites 
to the south will tend to check the increase of 


colored races, the increase of the. colored race | +e a tte = ee ead, te frog @ f 


vants, hotel waiters, agricultural and general 
laborers, etc. Whenever population begins to 
press on subsistence the survival of the fittest 
will begin to tell on the weaker race. 

As the south advances from agricultural to 
manufacturing pursuits, the same conditions 
will occur which drove the negroes gradually 
crom the northern states. They are unfit for 
the higher processes of industry. The diffi- 
fulty of making a living will check increase. 

In 1870 there were living in the United 
States, including Georgia, 719,125 whites born 
in Georgia. In 1880, 935,061, an increase of 30 
percent, The enumeration of the whites was 
more nearly correct than that of the blacks. 
A like comparison of the blacks shows 589,920 
in 1870, and 786,°05 in 1880, an increase of 33} 
per cent. Allowing for errors in 1870, their 
per cent increase would be reduced below that 
of the whites. 

The south—the whole country—is deeply in- 
terested in this question, whather the country is 
to be Africanized. No state has a deeper in- 


; terest in it than Georgia, the center of colored 


population. But there is no such black out- 
look. The wild use of statistics raised the 


| apprehensions, the serious and sober use dis- 


pels them. We may safely dismiss these vain 
fears as unwarranted by tle facts. 

The census of 1870 was unreliable, and its 
errors aggravated at the south by peculiar eon- 
ditions. ‘The worst errors related to the black 
population, and these were concentrated on 
the southern tier of states, especially on South 
Carolina, Mississippi and Louisiana. Georgia 
(ia June, 1870.) under milita- 


The census of 1550, on the contrary, was the 
best ever taken—with improved machinery 
and with the utmost care. This very fact ex- 
aggerated the contrast between it and the 
ninth census. 

Instead of a cloomy view, we think the fu- 
ture full of hope and promise, This tine coun- 
try was not conquered from the red man for 
it will never cease to be a white 
man’s country, unless‘all history is false, and 
the superior race shail yield to the inferior. 
Other principles wi!l come into play when any 
such result is seriously threatened. 

As regards Georgia in particular, we would 
as soon risk her to take care of herself, as any 
other state or people. She has before her a 
future of growth and development, of largely 
industry, increased agricultural 
diversity, united with immense increase in 
manufacturing, mining and ali other forms of 
industry. Coal, iron, lumber. water power, 
heaith, all 
these she has, and a beautiful country, for a 
Superior race. ‘The tide will turn this way, 
probably, in a peculiar and desirable way, not 
so miuch by direct immigration from abroad, 
but rather from the north, overtiowing this 
way, a population already assimilated, and in 
the second generation indistinguishable from 
Our OWh.

The major part of the cotton crop jis made 
after the first two formulas. Many large far- 
mers run their plow hands in all three of these 
ways. Therefore it is clearthat the large 
planter is nota farmer, but a capitalist who 
merely collects his rents. 

The credit system of doing business adds a 
large per centto the cost of Retail 
merchants buy their clothing, shoes, hats and 
drygoods on four months’ time, subject to dis- 
count of trom four to seven per cent for eash: 
wheu the merchant is himself unable to pay 
cash, this difference in price, equal by average 
to eightcen per cent per annum, accrues tothe 
wholesale merchant. The retail merchant in 
ipplies to the farmer ‘‘on time,’’ adds 
the per cent usual in the section where he re- 
sides for ‘‘credit price.”?’ This is from ten to 
twenty-five per cent/in middle Georgia. 

The whole system is contrary to good 
bandry. 

A similar credit system is in use on the is- 
land oO} Cvpre SS ADIONL i} scen lants of the 
ancient Greeks, and certainly is 
among ourselves. 

The cultivation of cotton as the exclusive 
seeding crop has impoverished the hill portion 
of the cotton belt to an extent irreparable in 
our generation. ‘The top soil containing 
tiumus has been carried off and into the streams 
by washing rains. This entails upon the 
cotton farmer the purchase of commercial] 
ruano, i. e. Carolina rock with ammonia ad- 
ded to forward the growth of the cotton plant. 
The guano outlay in the minimum is 200 
pounds to the acre; Say 150 pounds to the bale 
of eotton or in money *4.59 to each bale. about 
ten per cent to tweive percent pf the actual 
valine of the coiton, less. the cost of bagging 
and ties. 

The presence of the negro is in itselfan ex- 
cnse for the so called ‘‘laziness’’ of the south- 
ern farmer. Who will carry a burden when 
some one stands ever ready to perform the 
service? The negro is that one. He is a 
better plow hand when the white man fuar- 
nishes the proper plow, properly adjusted, a 
better hoe hand, a better laborer in every way, 
labor being his specialty. The soil does not 
begrime his hands,neither does the sun tan 
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jis face, or over exertion in the hot weather 


endanger his life with: fever or sun. stroke. 
He has ever been the burden bearer of his 
white neighbor and doubtless ever will be, and 
the paying for carrying of that burden is 
largely the cause of the southern white man’s 
lack of funds. 

In no other occupation is the command that 
one must carn his fread “by the sweat of his 
own brow’’ so imperative as with the farmer. 
When he fails tolive up to this, some one 
must suffer. 

Few men are endowed with the ability re- 
quisite to good financiering, and especially 
necessary.is this quality in the farmer, who 
sells his crop at only one season of the year, 
and needs the funds therefrom during the 
other nine months. 

Il am informed that the western corn 
farmers. wheat farmers, and other raisers of 
an annual selling crop are financially not suc- 
cessful. 

The prosperous Connecticut and New York 
farmers on the contrary sell steadily and con- 
stantly something. . ‘The list comprises milk, 
dairy products, butter or cheese, also beef, 
mutton, chickens, turkeys, eggs, bay, apples, 
Irish potatoes, etc. All the produce enu- 
merated is frequently Sold from the same farm, 
Then there isa good market for garden vege- 
tables of all kinds, and sma!l fruits. The 
northern farmer getting his money in weekly, 
isthereby enabled to pay cash for what he 
buys, and without any great self denial need 
buy enly when he has sold sometbing for the 
eash. Thercfore the practice of good hus- 
bandry in this ease calls for very little exer- 
cise of economy. Again, the land under his 
cultivation is constantly being epriched by 
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hence his selling crops 
larger, and still, another great ad- 
vantage to him, is the fact 
that his fruit trees, upples and pears, are long 
lived, and those he plants grow more profite- 
ble during his life time. Should he spend 
his avhole income yearly, his orchards stil! 
make him richer each succeeding year. 

The same applies to the raiser of live stock, 
whose brood mares and best cows are never 
sold... Some years ago in Colambia, Maury 
county,{the celebrabed male raising section pf 
middle Tennessee,? 1 asked? a lawyer what per 
cent oi farmers in his county had failed in the 
last five years. He answered not a single 
farmer had become financially embarrassed by 
farming... This blessed county lies only forty 
miles north of (sforvia, and ‘has, of r 0 irse,

Farming is just as much science as law, 
mechanics or commerce, and it is just as im- 
possible for a farmer ignorant of the laws o1 
agriculture to succeed as itis for a merchant 
ignorant of the laws of commerce, 

Docs the vast masses of the 
Georgia know the ‘rules admitted to be 
axioms of success in farming? 

Let me give you an il} 
mean bv this question; 

For ten vears an honest, hard working 
lived on his little farm near this city. 
by year, in spite of economy and hard work, 
he grew poorer and poorer. <Atlastan onpor- 
tunity presented itself tosell. The purchaser 
was an Ohio farmer. He bought the farm on 
lime. Tho first year he made on land 
that had never grown more than ten bushels 
of corn, forty bushels to the acre, and 
other produce increased-in the same pro- 
portion. Five years have passed since then. 
The little farm is paid for, the lowlands are 
drained, the hillsides are terraced, and the land 
today is 50 per cent better than when he bought 
it. Now I believe the Ohio farmer has done 
less manual labor than the man from whom he 
bought it. W Lj 
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hat, then, makes the ditference ? 
Simply this: the one knew the rules admitted 
to be axioms of success in farniing, the other 
did not. 

You may take up separately the yarious trou- 
bles of the farmer as suggested by your various 
correspondents, and each one is traceable to 
isnorance of these ‘‘admitted rules.”’ Take 
one illustration. A number of yorr corre- 
spondents agree that the farmers’ troubles 
originate in his borrowing moncy at an exorbi- 
tant rates of interest. Let us see. In nine 
s out of ten he borrows it to pay the ACC ~ 
mulated losses of years on his farm. He must 
either borrow this money or have his farm sold 
at public sale for one-half its value. 

The borrowing of this money is notthe 
cause, but the effect of his condition. The 
cause of his troubles is his attempting to run a 
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farm in ignorance of the ‘‘rules admitted to be 
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the oxioms of success,”’ and his 
falling behind year by year until 


consequent 
he is com- 


pelled to borrow money on his farm or have it | 


sold by the sheriif. It is useless tocry ont to 
the farmer not to borrow this money, when 
the aiternative is the saie and sacrifice of “his 
home. 

I do not charge the farmers with ignorance in 
general. They are as intelligent, as a rule, as 
any other class of our people. The trouble is 
(1 speak of the masses) they are in ignorance 
of these special rules that ‘are the axioms of 
sueccess.”’ 

One thing is certain, they are either in ig- 
rance of these rules, openly defy them, ordon’t 
work. W hich is it? I say and believe it is 
the first. 

Many of these rules, if you please, are new 
rules. The conditions under Which 
farming is carried on 
greatly changed in the last ' 
years. Then the country was new, the lands 
rich. To sow, to cultivaté and rean—this was 
the burden of the farmer’s toil. Under this 
old svstem of agriculture tke lands have been 
exhausted® The first duty ofthe man who 
begins farming today is to reclaim his farm and 
fit it for enltivation. 

Let me illustrate what I say: 

A young friend of mine invested fifteen 
hundred dollars. He purchased from the 
other heirs their interests in the old bomestead 
of his father. I was mterested in his snecess 
watched him as he started on the old 
place free from debt. Justas his father had 
done forty years before when the lands were 
fertile and rich, he began planting his crop in 
the spring. As his father bad cultivated it he 
cultivated it: but alas! as his father had reaped 
he did not reap. I met lim ene day when the 
crop had been gathered and he hae settled up 
his affairs for the year. ‘How did you come 
out?” J asked him. ‘Well.’ said he, “‘it 
a bad year and the fact is I 
behind one hundred doliars.”’ 

This is the experience of thousands of farm- 
ers in Georgia. They cultivate their lands

with reserving more for themselves than was 
their sharo, and fights occurred, because one 
man thought his neighbor had the eighth of 
an ounce more bread than he bad. One man 
refused to pass a plate to his neighbor, saying 
he could not help comparing his own portion 
with that of his friend and that it awoke 
passions that he could not stand. It was acute 
tarvation, and every thimbiefal of bread 
meant a life. 

At last General Greely issued an_ order to 
sergeant Brainard that if Private Henry 
found stealing any artiele of provisions, that 
he be shot immediately, adding that Henry 
was the strongest man in the party, and able 
to overcome any two who might attempt to ar- 
rest him. Henry was detected the very next 
day stealing shrimps, and seal skin thongs, 
this being the last article in the camp that 
could be chewed and swallowed.

Two of the men made a Jast 
effort to find game.

INFANT MORTALITY AND THE ENVIRONMENT 

-VPopuiar Science Monthly for December: By J 

M. French, M. D. 

Starting out with the fact that “from one- 
third to one-half of all persons born into the 
word die before reaching the age of five years,”’ 
Dr. French Ciscusses the causes of this death 
rate in thelight of certain facts which he brings 


outclearly from the records of infant mortal- 


ity. He finds the most patent cause ij: heredi- 
tary weakness of children and the other two 
principal causes, contagion and = diarr- 
cehal diseases, he traces directly 
to the poison and *filth of over 
crowded cities. The connection between this 
ad sanitary condition an d the hereditary evils 
is also suggested. 

He first calls attention to the fact that the 
infant mortality varies greatiy in different 
localities. The contrast is especially shown in 
the contrast between city and country dis- 
tricts: 

“The exact proportion of deaths varies 
vreatly in different countries and localities, at 
different times and under different circum- 
stances. Statistics are of value only in show- 
ing averace results, In Norway, for example, 
the proportion dying under tive is stated by 
Dr. Farr to be 204.5 per 1,000 born: while in 
Engiand it is 338 per 1,000, and in Italy 567 ; 
1,000, In fifty-one so-called “healthy districts’’ 
of England and Wales, according to the same 
authority, the mortality under five is 175 per 
1,000 born, while in the Liverpool disirict, 
representing the most fayorable sanitary con- 
ditions, it is 460 per 1,000, 

‘In the different parts of our own Country, 
we find nearly as great a variety as on the con- 
tinentof Europe. Even in the same latitude, 
the proportion varies greatly, according as city 
or country districts are considered. In the 
state of Vermont, which contains no large 
cities, and represents essentially a rural popu- 
lation, the number of deaths under five, for 
the year 1883, was 23.8 per cent of the whole 
number of deaths; in the state of Massaclin- 
setts, which embraces several large cities 
within its limits, for the twelve years ending 
in 1884, it was 34.74 per cent; and in the city 
oi New York alone, forthe seven yeaxs end- 
ing in 1875, it was exactly 50 per cent of the 
entire mortality. 

‘‘The younger the child, the larger is the 
death-rate. According to Dr. Jacobi, more 
than half of those who die under five years of 
age die in the first year. Dr. Curtiss states 
that, in all the great cities of North America, 
out of every one hundred live-born children, 
about twenty-five die before the end of the 
tirst year, and from forty to’ fifty before the 
close of the tifth year.” 


: 


The following paragraph gives the gist of 


what is said about heredity as a cause of mor- 
tality. The matter is discussed at some length, 
and a number of examples of the unfavorable 
effects of heredity are given. Hestaris out by 
saving: 

‘The first of these deleterious influences in 
the order of time, and unquestionably also of 
importance, is heredity. A very large propor- 
tion of all the children born into the world are 
either weaklings or invalids from the begin- 
ning. They are born wrong. They come 
from poor stock. The influences which deter- 
mine their weakness today have been at wok 
for ages upon ages.~ That was no sarcasm, 
but the plainest statement of scientific truth, 
on the part of Oliver Wendell Holmes, when, 
after declaring his conviction that every dis- 
ease might be cured if taken in season, he 
added, significantly, that in some cases it 
would be necessary to begin a hundred vears 
before the patient was born. This is a hard 
world, and no weakling ever has half a chance. 
‘The survival of the fittest’ is a merciful pro- 
vision of nature. ‘The strongest live and the 
weakest die.’ Arace of criminals, paupers 
and idiots deteriorates with each successive 
generation, and goes down to speedy extinc- 
tion. Itisthe robust, sturdy, clear-headed, 
strong-handed toiler of today whose sons and 
daughters will inhabit homes ot wealth and 
occupy positjons of responsibility a few years 
hence.’

none of them from cholera infantum; whije 
among nineteen children artificially fed, theTe 
were during the same time eight deaths, six of 
them from cholera infantum. Says Messener: 
‘Cholera infantum attacks only those children 
who have been raised without breast milk, 
those who have been weaned too early or too 
hastily, or those to whenry on account of the 
failure of the mother’s et other foods have 
been - injudiciously adMinistered. Under 
other circumstances than/these, children ép- 
joy a complete immunity?” 

The report of the heaRh officer of New 
Haven, Connecticut, is quoted to show the di- 
rect connection between bad sanitary condi- 
tions and infant mortality. Forty-three deaths 
occurred on 32 different streets and 38 different 
houses and 34 of the 43 victims were living on 
streets i: which there was no public sewer. 

In discussing{the effects of overcrowding it 
is stated that cholera infantum is almost éx- 
clusively a disease of cities and that it is ab- 
solutely so in its epidemic form, and statistics 
of several cities given seem io support the 
statement. Manchester, New Ilampshire, for 
instance, with one-tenth the population, 
furnishes nearly one-half thefdeaths from this 
disease. 

It is stated that measles, scarlet fever, small 
pox, diphtheria and whooping cough causes 14.8 
per cent of the deaths of children under five, 
and the ravages of these diseases are greatly 
aggravated by poverty, filth and over-crowd 
ing, While strict cleanliness, fresh air, pure 
water and hygienic living tend™greatly to re- 
strict the spread of these discases and: prevent 
their disastrous results.

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HIGH LICENSE JUSTIFIZCD 

Review. Ky Warner Miller. 

Senator Warner Miller. who ran 
Governor Hill ona high license platform and 
was defeated, now takes up bis pen to continue 
the war. The argument is mainly statistical, 
and the meat of it is in.the following extracts; 

“In a large number of the states in the 
mion high license laws have been in Oped ration 
forfrom one to five years. Wherever they 
have been tried they have produced many bén- 
eficial results.

They have in all cases largely 
reduced the number of saloons, and especially 
those of the lower and vile order, where most of 
the crimes are conimmitted. In some of the 
states, high license laws reduce the number of 
saloons about one-half. In some of the cities 
and states the reduction has been much larger. 
The reduction of the number of 

been followed, in almost al! cases, by a corre- 
sponding reduction in the amount of crime 
committed inthe community. This is veri- 
fied by reference to the records of the courts, 
jails and prisons, which, in all cases, show a 
large falling off in the number of arrests and 
commitments. Thisis true in the city of 
Philadelphia where the high license law went 
into efiect On the first of June of this year. 
The records of the city of Philadelphia show 
that the commitments for vice, growing out 
of drunkenness, for four months 
of June, July, August 
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\ and @eptember 
of the year 1857,tbeiore the high license 
law went into effect, were ten thousand njnine 
hundred and fifty-six, and for the correspond- 
ing four months of the year 1488, when the law 
was in force, the number of commitments was 
six thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, 
showing a decrease in the four months, under 
the present law, of four thousand and twenty- 
seven. The records also show a decrease in 
the commitments to the house of correction, 
for the same months as last mentioned, for the 
year 1887, two thousand and thirty-two; for 
the corresponding months of 1888, under the 
present law, one thousand three hundred and 
eighty-six, showing a decrease of six hundred 
and forty-six. ‘The same records show that for 
the corresponding montis of 1887, there were 
arrested for drunkenness on the Sundays of 
these months, five hundred and twenty-six 
persons; for the Sundays of the corresponding 
months of 1888, only one hundred and forty-six 
arrests were made for drunkenness.’’ 

‘Everywhere the statictics prove that as 
the rate of license increases the number of sa- 
loons is diminished, and that as the number of 
saloous is diminished, crime.is proportionately 
reduced, and therefore the people are propor- 
tionately benefitted. In Omaha city, where 
the license fee is one thonsand dollars, the 
vumber of saloons is one to evgry four hun- 
dred and twenty-six of the population; in Kan- 
sas City, where the license fee iseight hundred 
and forty-five dollars, the number of saloons 
is one to every three hundred and nine of the 
populatiyn;in San Fraucisco, where the li- 
cense fee is eighty-four dollars, the soloons aro 
one to every eighty-four of the population; in 
Philadelphia, before the high license law was 
passed, the license fee was fifty dollars, and 
the saloons were one toevery one hundred and 
forty-two of the people; in Baltimore, where 
the license fee is fifty dollars, the number of 
saloons is one to every one hundred and. fit. 
teen of the population.”

ANIMAL ARITHMETIC.—Popular Science Month- 
ly, translated from the Revlew Scientifique: By 

Madame Clemence Royer. 

Tho intelligence of animals is a subject 
which has been censiderably discussed by sei- 
entific people. In last Sunday’s ConsrirvTion 
Professor White reviewed a late work on this 
subject by Sir John Lubbock, who has been 
studying the subject for so many years. 

Almost every one can recall some incident 
in which an animal has shown a knowledge of 
simple mumbers, “and Madame Royer 
gives some remarkable instances 
but she comes to the conclusion that ‘‘the ine- 
qualities in the development of the power of 
counting and arithmetical notions among dif- 
ferent buman races should make us cautious 
about accepting the acceunts ef those who be- 
lieve that some animals can be taught to count. 

She makes the important point that animals 
can keep account of but a few objects, and 
also that certain acts sometimes notify an ani- 
malof the periodical recurrence of certain 
days or hours. This, however, indicates a 
power of association which is the very faculty 
relied upon in teaching children to count by 
the apple method.

The edible birds’ nests of the Chinese ar 
drawn largely from the eaves which are num- 
The 
vault of one of tho eaves is said to be “OO feet 
high and the swallows flew out of the opening 
in a solid column for three-quarters of an 
hour, The birds’ nests gives the natives a 
considerable revenue. 

From this clear-cut picture of the native in 
his extremely low-cut costume, one wonld 
think that decolette dress would be yery popu- 
lar in Borneo: 

“The Murut,’” we are informed, ‘‘does not 
wear any clothes, butsports abitof bark in 
front; some strings of colored beads encircle 
his head, a few charms hang around his neck; 
he carries a spear aS though he feared no man, 
aud annexes anew wife when he is ‘off with 
the old Jove.’ The women and children are 
much neglected.’’ 

Even the humor of Borneo is ghastly: 

“The crocodiles are-very numerous in these 
fresh-water rivers, and many natives are 
taken by them every year. Ata place further 
up the river, a large one, fourteen feet Jong, 
vas towed to the bank clese to the house 
where the author was staying. ‘There was 
much joy manifested by the Muruts at its 
capture, as it had eaten a brother-in-law of the 
chief. Pieces of the bones and skull were 
found insidg, and brought to the house with a 
good deal of merriment. A chief who has 
many wives has usually many brothers-in-law, 
and he is obliged, in @ measure, to assist or 
support the latter. The loss, therefore, of a 
brother-in-law more or less is not only imma- 
terial, but rather a merciful dispeusation.’ ”’ 

‘They have our poll tax among the Muruis, 
and they have a poll tax of theit own which is 
far more terrible: 

“One of the objects of the expedition was to 
put a stop to the head-hunting raids between 
the Murut tribe and their traditional enemies 
Peluans, the latter not representing a particu- 
lar tribe, but the aborigines of the interior 
generally. ‘‘The Muruts are very frank in 
naiwing and numbering the heade they had 
taken: and I found the debit and credit ac- 
count to be as fellows: The Muruts have taken 
twenty-six heads of Pelnans, the Peluans have 
taken thirty-one heads of Murnuts; balance in 
favor of the Peluans, five heads; and also four 
Muruts who were wounded in the last affray. 
Each tribe distrusts the other, and peace 
can be only made by the Peluans pay- 
ing 2a commensurate amount of __blood- 
money in compensation for five heads that 
stand against them.’’ Word was therefore 
sent to the Peluans to come down toa parley 
at an appointed time, with guarantee of safe- 
conduct. Whenthe chiefs of the two sides 
had been brought together, “the Murut 
chiefs commenced taking the cath by chop- 
ping ata stick or sapling with great vigor, re- 
peating the words of the oath with a loud 
voice, until toward the end they appeared 
quite excited. A Murut chief took the oath 
and then a Peluan, turn about, and, as each 
oath takes six or seven minutes to repeat, it 
took along time. The following is a precis of 
the form of oath, each * denoting a chop at 
the stick anti] itis finally chop into 
bits: ‘I follow the government of the British 
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North Borneo Company *. The Sandewar * 
and the Peluan * people are now of one mind®*, 
If [ killa Sandewar (if a Pelaan is swearing) 
man * when Igo tothe water, may I not be 
able to drink *; when I go to the jungle 
may I not be able to eat*. May my father 
die*, may my mother die *, may my house be 
burned down *, may the paddy not grow 
in my fields *, may acrocodile swallow m6 *, 
may the eggs never be hatched in my fowl- 
house *, may I never catch a fish when I co 
lishing *, may my life be ended *. I cut this 
stick * as if l was chopping my own head off *. 
The Great Spirit is my witness *. May this 
stick grow into life again *if I ever kill or 
take any more heads *, and I follow all the 
customs of the Brilish North Borneo com- 
pany *,and [I take this eath with a sincere 
heart *,and I shall pay the poll tax of the 
company *.”’ 

“Another illustration of the indifference 
with which the people regard the head-hunt- 
ing custom was afforded at a chief’s house 
where fifty-two human heads and pieces of 
human bones were hanging from the rafters. 
The skin of some of the faces was so well pre- 
served that the expression could still be ree- 
ognized.”” Mr. Daly explained that he could 
noteat his evening meal in a room where 
these were suspended, and asked that they 
be cut down. This request the chief and 
his sons “cheerfully complied with, but with a 
biand smile of patronizing pity at the white 
mans amiable squeamishness; and s0 to 
hninor me they took down the ghastly tro- 
phies, and, huddling them together in rattan 
baskets, te them away at the back of the 
house; doubtless they were _ reinstated as 
drawlug-room ornaments after my departure.”’ 

The- whole population of the island est! 
matedat between one and two millions, in- 
cludes besides the savage LDyaks of whom this 
article treats, Malays, Chinese and Buginese. 
The Chinese colonized the island in the six- 
teenth century, having been invited there by 
the Malays to develop the minerals of the 
country. They all read and write and are 
very intelligent. 

The Dyak is intelligeft and readily learns to 
read and write, and has a reputation for tenth- 
fulness and honesty. W. GC,

MRS. FOLSAM TO MARRY. 


A Very Positive Declaration that Mrs, Cleve- 
land’s Mother is About to Wed Again. 
From the New York Sun, 

Paris, November 30.—There is never very 
much sitoke without some fire, and though there 
were many and indignant deuials of the rumor 
which connected Mrs. Folsom’s name with that of 
the honorable secretary of state, there has been 
no denials of the fact that the president’s mother- 
in-law comtemplated matrimony. Those relatives 
an‘ friends on the inside circle, who have known 
these many months that something besides the de- 
sire to mastcr the French language took Mrs. Fol- 
som abroad, have been astonished that the fact has 
not been published in America. 

The rumors and denials were interesting to a cer- 
tain handsome American in Saxony, who represents 
his country atthe charming little city of Chem- 
nitz, and who was, and ig, perhaps, better informed 
as to Mrs. Folsom’s intentions than were the jmany 
news gatherers and news makersof ourlaud, The 
consul at Chemnitz was, at least, cognizant of the 
interest which Mrs. Folson and Secretary Bayard 
bad in common, and the subject of their icte-a-tetes 
were no Secret to him, It was, in short a question 
of diplomacy, which wasresponsible for the canard 
which connected the name of the head of the state 
departthent with the mother of Mrs. Cleveland, 

The question of diplomaty-~and we now know 
that Mrs. Folsom has not only an interestin diplo- 
macy, but in diplomats, or at least one diplomat— 
was, how the agreeable consul at the little Saxton 
town of Chemnitz could be promoted to Berlin, 
e:ther as minister or consul-genera), without raising 
a sensation or creating too much newspap:r com- 
ment, when it should be known that Mrs. Folsom, 
as the wife of Mr. Henry F. Merritt. now consul at 
Chemnitz, woulda be benefitted by the change, 

Mad Mr, Cleveland been re-elected, as was the 
hope of those concerned, Mr. Merritt would have 
undoubtedly been made minister to Berlin, vice 
Mr. Pendleton, whose feeble state of health would 
not permitof his continuing in active service. 
Shere is; of course, no comparison between the two 
places, for ihe saiary of minister is more than dou- 
ble tbat of consu!-ceneral, and the minister has the 
entree to court circles, whieh is closed by iron doors 
etiquette to all consuis, and, though within one’s 
own remembrance the consul-gencral at Berlin has 
knocked for admitianee, the doors have not turned 
an jota on their massive hinges, but have remained 
tight closed to his ambition, 

Now that Mr. Cleveland's presidential life bas 
only three more months to Fun, the office of miuis- 
tcrat Berlin would be of little service to Mr. Mer- 
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ritt, who would have to retire with the incoming of | 


the new administration, even should his appoint- 
ment be made possible by the resignation of Mr. 
Pendleton, The only alternative left them is the 
consul-generalship.

WILL HAWES COMMIT SUICIDE? 


A Review of the Story of the Crime-—Talks 
With Hawes—How He Keceived 
the News, Eic., Ete 

RrewInGHAM, Ala., December 15.-—[Spe- 
cia!.}—The last victim of the Hawes murder 
has been found. 

The body of pretty little Irene Hawes now 
lies incased in a neat coffin in the undertaking 
rooms, and tomorrow will be ‘buried in the city 
cemetery by the side of its murdered mother 
and sister. 

Thursday the work of draining the pretty 
Jake at Lakeview, where the body of Myzs. 
Flawes was found,was commenced, The water 
was drawn off very slowly, butathrong of 
watchers stood on the shore day and night, 
gnd about 11 o’clock today the water had all 
fan off except in afew deep holes about the 
center of the lake. ‘To one of these a search- 
ing party went with drag hooks and a few 
moments later tho body of the missing child 
was brought to the shore. It was found 
gbout thirty feet from the point where 
the body of the mother was 
found just one week ago today. On the body 
of the child there was no marks of violence, 
but a strong rope was fastened about its neck 
and shoulders, and a piece of railroad iron 
weizhing about forty pounds was fastened 8e- 
curely on its breast. The child was found lying 
face downward, and had, without doubt, been 
in the same position since it was thrown in the 
Jake—two weeks tonight. Decomposition had 
set it, and the body was at once turned over to 
the undertakers. As soon as the body was 
found your reporter hurried to the county jail 
and, accompanied by a deputy sheriff, was 
edmitied to Hawes’s cell.

THE PRISONER'S CONDUCT. 

When his supper was handed to him in his 
cell tonight, Hawes swallowed a few mouth- 
fuls of it with evident disgust, then pushing it 
to one side he paced up and down his narrow 
cell for a short time, then resumed lis seat on 
the side of his bunk without saying a word.

SAYS THRE TARIFF DEFEATED 
THE DEMOCRACY. 


AND 


HE STILL. FAVORS PROTECTION, - 


And Calls Upon Pretection Democrats te 
Stand Up for Development and 
Progresa—Other Notes. 


Wasutxetox, December 15.—[Special.}— 
Congressman Samuel . although 
yet far from well, and almost a skeleton ia 
comparison with the Randal! of one year ago, 
nevertheless visits the capitol daily, and 
spends two hours at work in his committee 
room. He, however, seldom appears on the 
floor unless his vote is needed on some import 
ant measure. Mr. Randall does not hesitate 
to say that in his opinion it was the tariff 
that defeated the democratic parity.

Friday night there came to Tum Con- 
STITUTION an intimation that Mr. Cohen, 
of Madison,’ who was mysteriously 
wounded in the Pitts house, in Covington, 
several weeks ago had recovered sufficiently 
to make a statement.

The Educational Test for Voters, 

The election of General Harrison has 
had the effect of renewing and intensifying 
the discussion of the negro problem at the 
south. It isa matter about which péople 
differ, but now thatthe republicans have 
carried the day, the organs of their party are 
apparently disposed to deal with the ques- 
tion on its merits, There are exceptions, of 
course, like the Chicago Tribune, which 
thinks the negrocs ought to deluge the land 
with blood, but the great majority of the 
republican organs, now that itis no longer 
necessary tohandle the southern question 
with an eye to firing the northern heart, 
are disposed tobe reasonable and fafr— 
recognizing the problem as one of national 
as well as sectional importance. The 
Globe-Democrat (totake an instance) éne 
of the hottest partisan mewspapers of the 
republican faith, has these remarks: 

Education and a reformed ballot, coupled witha 
moderate display of wisdom and tact by white re- 
publicans and democrats, will solve the negro 
problem without the saneiiation of any of the 
drastic remedies which cranks and social quacks 
propose. In this work the republicans can very 
properly take the iniative. L« ot republican siates- 
men and republican newspapers throughout the 
country uge all their influence to induce the negroes 
to drop such prejudices as they still may have in 
favor of the republican party, blot out all memories 
of the past, and vote according to their convictions 
on ihe issues of to-day. Ifa fair amount of toler- 
ance aud discretion is shown by the souther 1 Cemoe- 
crats in the Meantime, education, Dallot rc -“fortn and 
time will solve the negro problem sensibly, natu- 
raliy and effectually.

It is education. This is the prime factor. 
A reformed ballot, wisdom, conservatism 
and discretion are all subordinate to this 
at .According to the Globe-Democrat, 

ducation is the thing, and there can be no 
doubt that the Globe-Democrat is right. 
Without education, citizenship is a preten 186 
—a fraud anda mockery, This view of t 
matter is soclearly the correct one that for 
several weeks there has been a discussion 
going onin some of the southern states, 
notably in South Carolina and in Alabama 
as to the propriety of establishing an edu- 
cational test for the suffrage, 

In South Carolina there is alre 
crude and clumsy educational test known 
as the eight-box law. This law provides 
that the ballots for different officers must 
be deposited by the voter in different boxes 
appropriately inscribed. The voter who 
can read finds no difficulty in getting his 
ballotin theright box, but the ignorant 
voter is more than likely to disfranchise 
himself by placing his ballot in the wrong 
box. This, as the Newsand Courier says, 
is only an evasion after all, and that paper 
now favorsan amendment tothe state con- 
stitution soas to establish an educational 
test. 

The Montgomery Dispatch has also dis- 
cussed this remedy for ignorant and incom- 
petent suffrage at the south. Inthe course 
of its discussion the Dispatch remarks that 
if a mere consideration of . expediency—an 
_— respect for the dignity of the bal- 
lot—has induced Massachusetts and other 
New England states to withhold the right 
of suffrage from the illiterate, the incom- 
petent and the corrupt, considerations a 
thousand fold more 
southern states toadopt that policy. 

No more important question has been 
raised in the south since 
the war, and TRE CONSTITU- 
TION is of the opinion that the dis 
ought to continue until the matter is finally 
settled. Two objections to the educational 
test has been raised in some quarters. One 
is that such a change will result in dimin- 
ishing the representation in congress of 
such states as adopt it. The other objec- 
tion is that it will result in disfranchising 
a great many white voters. 

The section. of the fourteenth amendment, 
which deals with the suffrage, provides that 
the basis of representation shall be reduced 
in proportion as ‘‘the right to vote at any 
election for the choice of electors for p peat 
dent and vice-president of the United Stat 
representatives in congress, the executive 
and judicial officers of astate, or the mem- 
bers of the leg j enied to 
any of the male inhabitants of such state, 
being twenty-one —_ of age, “and cil mens 
of the United States, or in any way abridged, 
except for satickoattith in rebellion or other 
crime.”’

stance, any more than Massachusetts, 


would be denying or abridging the 
right of any male inhabitant 
to vote by establishing an educational quali- 
fication. 

Such a test is no more a denial nor an 
abridgment than the registry laws now in 
force; it is no more a denial or an abridg- 
ment than the tax qualification, or than 
the law which bases the right to vote on 
residence in state and county. 

As to the objection that the educational 
test would ¢isfranchise many white men 
that answers itself, The test would apply 
to both races and, in justice, ought to be. 
No doubt it would be an incentive to the il- 
literate of both races to place themselves on 
an equality with the qualified voters by seek- 
ing an education. 

But there may be other objections to such 
a test, and for that reason Tux CONSTITU- 
TION would like to see the whole question 
thoroughly discussed. — 


The Urban Population. 

The growth of the urban population of the 
world and especially of the United States, has 
been one of the most important features of the 
present century, 

It has made more work forthe sanitary 
engineers, has taxe@the wisdom of those re- 
sponsible for the good government of these 
masses Of humanity, 
strengthed the police power until it amounts 
almost to a local despotism. 

The statistics, when taken in connection 
with outbreaksin growing cities with new and 
incongruous populations, where the congestion 
of humanity had come about too suddenly for 
the authorities to realizeand provide for the new 
order of things, and when the laboring masses 
were wrought up over the first rude attempts 
tosolye deep and abiding social problems, 
caused anxiety among thoughtful people and 
filled the pessimists with the wildest alarm. 

The fact that the city population of tis 
country had increased from four per cent fo 
the whole in 1800 to twelve and a half per cent 
in 1850 and twenty-two anda half per cent in 
1880 was made the basis for gloomy prophecies 
of disease, poverty and anarchy. 

Some discontented foreign elements in our 
cities have been pointed out as illustrations of 
their more worthy, industrious and thrifty 
countrymen. 

Nothing can be intelligently consid- 
ered with the mind = in a state 
of panic, and the fact thatthe public diseus- 
sion of every question has an increasing ten- 
dency to remove difiiculities and to make revo- 
lutions peaceful ought to enable us to consider 
these social difficulties calmly, with the confi- 
dent assurance that as the world has hereto- 
fore been able to solve its problems as they 
came up, we may hope that with the increas- 
ing intelligence of the masses, and the moral 
intlmences at work, the future will bring no 
difticulty that it will not solve. 

The bad eifects of over crowding upon the 
health and morals -of people are generally 
known, and tho effects of sanitary engineers 
and economists have been directed to remedy 
the difficulty, It appears that they have been 
somewhat-successful. 

Though the death rate is fe 
the thousand in cities than in the country, 
marked difference between the rates in di for 
ent cities indi ates that improved plumbir ing 
and other sanitary precautions have moditied 
ihe evils of over cro watts ig. 

The highest death rate among white people 
in this country is 25. 55 per thousand in New 
York, where there are 16.37 people to a dwell- 
ing. At Newark, N. J., with 7.26 people to

In cities in the same region 
with the same general conditions the rule 
seems to be that the mortality is least where 
there are fewest pcople-to the dwelling. 

Philadelphia leads al) the great cities in this 
particular. With two-thirds the population of 
New York she has twice as many dwellings, 
and there are only 5.79 pex ple to her average

To be Done by Congress During the Present 
Week, 

Wasurnaton, December 16.—This is the 
last week of congress prior to the holiday re- 
cess which will probably begin with the ad- 
journment next Friday, in accordance with 
the termsof the resolution, now awaiting 
report from the house committee on ways ani 
means. In the senato the tariff bill still 
holds the right of way over all other measures 
aud will be considered from day to day imme- 
diately after routine morning hour bnsiness. 
During the first week of this session, thirty- 
eight pages of the bill were disposed of in two 
days, but the policy now pursved by the mi- 
nority of offering and discussing amendments 
to almost every paragraph  restric- 
ted progress in four legislative 
daysof last week to four pages. It is appar- 
ent that the remainder of the bill cannot (as 
was hoped and expected by some members of 
the majority) be disposed or befere the holi- 
day recess. The morning hours will probably 
be enlivened by further efforts on the part of 
Senator Riddleberger to secure consideration 
of his resolution to discuss the British extradi- 
tion treaty in open session. 

In the house of representatives tomorrow 
motions in behalf the committees to pass 
measures under a suspension of the rules will 
be in order, but the pending motion, made by 
Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas in his individual ca- 
pacity for the passage of the Nicaugun canal 

ill, will have the right of way, the floor hay- 
ing been yielded to Mr. Dunn by Mr. Warner 
of Missouri, who has a motion pending for the 
passage of the Oklahoma bill. 

It is doubtful whether Chairman Blanchard,
